How Compromise Bill 


Affects Taxpayer 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—(#)— 
Examples of the way the compro- 
mise tax plan, expected to be 
adopted by congress, will work: 

John Doe’s income tax for 1942 
was $40. He’s earning more this 
year and his 1943 bill will be $60. 
His 1942 tax is canceled. He re- 
ceives no abatement on his $60 
tax for 1943, but the payments on 
1942 tax which he has made 
March 15 and will make June 15 
will be credited toward the 1943 
tax. 

Richard Roe's tax for 
$100. This year he has more ex- 
emptions and his 1943 tax bill 
will be $80. He pays the larger of 
the two taxes, that is the full $100 
for 1942. Three-fourths of the 1943 
tax, or $60, is abated. He owes the 
remaining $20 and may pay it in 
two instalments—$10 next March 
15 and $10 March 15, 1945. 

In actual practice, the 20 per 
withholding levy § starting 
July 1 may take care of all Doe's 
obligations and all of Roe’s except 
the two $10 instalments due in 
1944 and 1945.

Jaffe explained, in losing face. lit- 
e-ally, because only a few days’ 
time makes changes in the contour 
of the face after teeth are extract- 
ed. 

“Now,” Dr. Jaffe explained, “we 
make the dentures and have them 
ready for installation just as soon 
as the other teeth are extracted. 
The dentures are put in before th- 
anesthetic wears off. They act as 
bandages, as well as keeping the 
patient from seeing himself with- 
out teeth, or going without them 
for any length of time. 

Dentures Fit Better. 

“The dentures fit better using 
this method, too. Twenty-five 
| years ago a person with false 
teeth might be able to stand them 
once a week, for going to church. 
frees the artificial teeth are no 
bother. 

“Plastic is being used now, and 
that eliminates the click which 
porcelain had. Plastic is 
than porcelain, but hard enough. 

“No one wants false teeth, or 
should have them when the oth- 
ers can be repaired enough. But | 
we are developing much better) 
methods for giving false teeth to 
those who have to have them.” 

Dr. Jaffe, who lectures in all 
parts of the country and 
on his practice in Washington, 
taught his methods to Navy den- 
tists until war came.

Incidentally, all 
small, wide teeth—perfect ones— 
as far as Dr. Jaffe is concerned. 
“At least, all who come to me 
without their teeth did have 
them,” he remarked.

One official 
said he understood that many 
farmers had been holding back 
potatoes in anticipation of higher 
prices. Today's order, applying to 
the 1943 crop, may influence such 
farmers to start shipping. 

The agency made no direct 
comment on the diversion of po- 
tatoes to the black market, but 
Brown said that the new price 
order would be enforced to the 
limit of his power “to bring the 
chiseler, the racketeer ana the 
black market operator to justice.” 

Illustrating the effect of the 
new order on retail prices, OPA 
pointed out that formerly the 
jegai retail price for potatoes in 
Washington, D. C., was 6 cents 
per pound, while under the new 
order the legal limit will be 5 1-4 
cents per pound. The order is ef- 
fective immediately. 


Wholesalers of potatoes, under | 


the new order, will be allowed 
only one markup of 60 cents per 
100 pounds on the cost of pota- 
toes as determined by the price 
charged by the farmer plus 
freight. Formerly, OPA said, 
many distributors worked the 
distribution of potatoes in a 
complicated fashion which re- 
sulted in two markups of 60 cents 
each. At the same time. OPA an- 
nounced a long list of grower 
maximum prices for 1943 pota- 
toes reflecting the increase under 
todays order. 

Explaining the 30-cent increase 
for farmers, Brown said 10 cents 
is to compensate farmers for 
changes in the parity index and 
-9 cents is an increase to en- 
courage production, given under 
instruction from James F. Byrnes, 
Girector of economic stabilization. 

The order also modified onion 
prices, to limit wholesalers to a 
Singie markup of 40 cents per 50 
pounds. The savings will be 
passed on to consumers, OPA 
saic. but added that it had no 
figures to show the effect on re- 
tail prices.

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Religion and Public Schools 

There is a movement, sponsored by the 
Atlanta Christian Council, for religious educa- 
tion in the public schools. This week Atlanta’s 
Methodist ministers, in regular meeting, unanil- 
mousiy voted approval of the plan and named 
a committee to formulate a program for sub- 
mission to the Christian Council and the 
Board of Education. 

The plan as outlined would make the pro- 
posed courses in Bible study elective, though 
students taking the course would thereby gain 
scholastic credits. It proposes special teach- 
ers with salaries in similar amount to those 
paid other teachers. An annual budget of 
$10,000 will be sought, the money to be supplied 
by the churches of the city. 

While undoubtedly the purpose of the plan 
is on the highest plane, nevertheless most care- 
ful consideration should be given before any 
such proposal is adopted for schools supported 
by tax-collected money. This country counts 
as one of the most vital items in its constitu- 
tional faith the complete separation of church 
and state. It is questionable whether introduc- 
tion of religious education in schools supported 
by the state is not a violation of that guar- 
antee of fundamental right. In any event it 
could constitute the small end of a wedge 
which eventually would break down that prin- 


ciple. 

There is already in operation in Georgia a 
state law which requires the reading of one 
chapter from the Bible daily in all public 
schools, both grade schools and high schools. 
This law is quite generally observed. The 
Same objection applies to this as to the pro- 
posal of the Christian Council for the Atlanta 
schools. It seems both unnecessary and unwise 
to extend that law. 

The detail in the proposal that money for 
the maintenance of these courses in Bible study 
shall be supplied by the churches is intended, 
evidently, to forestall objection to the use of 
public funds. However, that is only part ol 
the circumstance. Even though the Bible teach- 
ers are paid by the churches, it is still the 
property of the public, the schools themselves, 
which will be used. Furthermore such a Plan 
opens the door to non-Christian religions. If 
the Christian groups can, by such a means, 
establish their own courses, there will be no 
jogical ground to object should other religious 
groups wish to provide funds for instruction in 
their religions. 

The project could result in serious conflicts 
between different denominations of the Christ- 
ian churches. The teachers chosen for the 
Bible study ciasses will themselves be church 
members of denominationa) affiliation and it Is 
not impossible that Baptist, Presbyterian, Cath- 
olic, or Methodist parents would object to their 
children being taught and influenced by an 
Episcopalian and vice versa. 

It was stated at the Methodist ministers’ 
meeting that one-half of Atlanta’s school 
children are now without any religious in- 
struction whatever. It is difficult to believe 
so high a figure is correct. However, if it 1s 
it constitutes a reflection upon the 
rather than upon the 


true, 
churches themséives, 
public schools. 

It is the duty of the churches to bring 
education in the truth of their religion and 
beliefs to the people of all ages, children and 
adults alike, and the churches cannot escape 
that responsibility by attempts to shift it to any - 
secular institution such as the public schools.

Not a New Plan 

The British delegation to the United Na- 
tions’ food conference in session at Hot Springs, 
Va., has suggested creation of an international 
food bank. The purpose of such an institu- 
tion would be the storage of surplus foods pro- 
duced in “fat” agricultural years, by any na- 
tion, to be distributed to sections of the world 
experiencing famine conditions in “lean” years. 

The idea is not new. It was first tried, | 
with success, in the year 1756 B. C., by an 
Israelite named Joseph, an ex-slave to an

of Genesis tells the story, how Joseph was made 
the economic ruler, director of the Egyptian 
parallel for the Office of Civilian Supply,. and 
how he conserved the surplus from seven years 
of rich production and thus kept the people 
alive through the seven years of famine that 
followed. : 


What the British suggest at Hot Springs is 
nothing but a modern adaptation, on world- 
wide scale, of the economy practiced by Joseph 
in Egypt so many centuries ago.

Senator Walter George, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, unerringly pointed 
out the vital objection to a committee-approved 
amendment to the reciprocal trade agreements 
extension bill, when he said it would “serve 
notice (on our allies) of the intent to drop the 
program at a time of greatest chaos.” 


The amendment would give congress, by 
two-thirds vote of both houses, the power to 
end any of the pacts, despite Presidential veto, 
after the war. Senator Danaher, Republican, of 
Connecticut, is author of the amendment which 
was approved by a vote of 11 to 10 in the 
finance committee. 


The great weakness in all United States 
relationships with other countries is the uncer- 
tainty of congressional action. No administra- 
tion agreement or treaty can be accepted by 
the rest of the world as of any permanence, 
when congress can abrogate it at once or in the 
near future. Witness the defeat, in the senate, 
of ratification of the Treaty of Versailles and 
of the League of Nations plan after the last 
war. 

It would be tragic, at this time, if American 
position in world plans for the post-war future 
should be further weakened by action paving 
the way for cancellation of the trade agree- 
ments which, undeniably, are the strongest 
weapon we have for furtherance of world peace 
and creation of good neighborliness with other 


peoples.

It is quite within the range of possibility 
that the German Luftwaffe will try, once again, 
to make heavy bombing raids on London and 
other points in England. Outclassed as the 
Germans now are in the air, they are still 
sufficiently powerful to make such raids pos- 
sible.

And it must be remembered that, even in 
1941, the RAF abruptly nalted daylight raids 
and even made night raids terrifically costly 
to the Germans. Nor can we forget that 
all the Germans could do then was but to 
weld into bands of unbreakable steel the will 
to resist of the British people.

land troops. 

Most of our higher-ranking generals are of 
the same opinion. They do not underestimate 
the striking power of our air forces or the 
tremendous advantage to be gained from stra- 
tegic bombing, which means the concentration 
of air attacks on enemy centers of war pro- 
duction. But they are inclined: to the view 
that air power alone is incapable of bringing 
the Nazis to their knees. 

The air enthusiasts, on the other hand, pro- 
fess to believe we can knock the Nazis out 

through air power alone. Chief among these is Air Marshal Harris, 
head of the British bomber command, who has made the statement 
that, given a thousand planes a day to send against Europe, he 
could knock Germany out in 20 to 30 days. 

Many of our own air leaders are known to feel the same way 


about it. 
CHURCHILL ATTITUDE Mr. Churchill, with characteristic 
frankness, confesses he has no 
preconceived notions on the subject. But, he added significantly, 
“there is: certainly no harm in finding out. ... The experiment 
is well worth trying so long as other measures are not excluded.” 
The Prime Minister then went on to say: “It is our settled 
policy (through the employment of air power) . to make it 
impossible for Germany to carry on any form of war industry on 
a large or concentrated scale. ... Wherever these munitions centers 
exist or are developed, they will be destroyed and the population 
will be dispersed.” 
Thus we are assured, as serious as the devastation already 
wrought upon the Reich is, it is a mere shadow of things to come. 
The exponents of air power are to be given an opportunity to 


see if their theories are practical. 
COMING RAIDS eit is impossible to interpret Mr. Church- 
ill’s words otherwise. By fall at least we 
may well expect to see our European bombing operations stepped 
up to the point where we are sending a thousand planes a raid 
against Germany at regular intervals, dropping upwards of 5,000 
tons of explosives every time. 
To get the proper meaning of this, it should be recalled that the 
greatest amount of bombs dropped by the Germans on London in 
any one day at the height of the blitz two years ago was only some 
500 tons. Ten times this volume on a round-the-clock operation 
should be as much of a test as the air advocates could ask for. 
Our plane production should now be reaching the point where 
operations of that scope are possible. It has already reached the 
figure of about 7,000 monthly, a sizable part of which are bombers. 
REPLACEMENT NEEDS Lack of proper production has 
been the main reason for more 


concerted attacks not being undertaken in the past. Air experts 
estimate it is necessary to maintain a replacement figure of three 
to one for every plane lost in action. The top attrition rate com- 
puted for bombing operations is 10 per cent. Actually, our losses 
have been running much lower—around 4 per cent in most cases, 
sometimes even lower. 

But using the top figure, this means that at a thousand planes 
a day a total of 30,000 planes would be employed in a sustained 
attack over a period of a month, with a loss of 3,000, or 10 per cent. 
If a replacement figure of three to one is necessary to sustain the 
operations, our production, including both British and American, 
would have to be 9,000 a month. 

Obviously we are nowhere near those figures. We haven't in- 
creased production enough to carry on thousand-plane raids every 
day for a month even if the attrition rate were held down to 5 
per cent, which would involve half of the’ 9,000 replacement 
program. 


WEATHER IS FACTOR But it is also true that weather 


conditions do not permit sustained 
attacks over a period of a month. Perhaps the best we could hope 
for would be thousand-plane raids every two or three days. Re- 
serves already built up and new production would probably permit 
operations of this scope. We may look forward to this as a min- 
imum. 


It should be enough to tell the story’ of whether the Germans 


can be knocked out by air. 


Many persons competent to express 


an informed opinion say the Germans could not stand up under 


such attacks. 


They predict that cold, merciless Prussian logic will 


force them to give up the struggle as hopeless by next spring. 
After the establishment of. suitable bases in the Pacific, the 

same sources say it would require no more than six months further 

to knock the Japs out, through the complete devastation of their 


paper mache and straw cities. 


MOST OPTIMISTIC This, it should be said, represents the 


a most optimistic appraisal yet made of 
our chances for bringing the war to an early successfu) conclu- 


sion. 


Old-line military leaders are by no means convinced it can 


be done, but they are apparently willing to go along with Mr. 
Churchill in giving air power a try. 
There is one thing about the recent Tunisian campaign that 


lends color to the claims of the optimists.

This group is composed of 
executives, professional men, 
whose incomes are derived from 
fees, artists and a few others of 
exceptional earning ability uncon- 
nected with the war. Most of them 
have reached and many of them 
have passed the peak of their 
earning power, and, unlike Mr. 
Roosevelt and Henry Morgenthau, 
have no backlog of inherited 
wealth from which to pay on two 
years’ incomes in one, the whole 
amounting in some cases to more 
than 100 per cent of their earn- 
ings for 1943. They have been 
paying last year’s income taxes 
out of this year’s earnings from 
the beginning because congress 
planned it so in 1913. 

The President and Mr. Morgen- 
thau, with vast inherited wealth, 
can dig into their capital and 
make themselves current, as the 
phrase goes, without serious in- 
convenience, whereas men and 
women who started with nothing 
but unusual ability and diligence 
may be wiped out as an economic 
class this year. Thus, the New 
Deal’s tax plan is not a tax to 
sock the rich, who can meet it and 
still survive, but a plan to punish 
a group which happens to em- 
brace most of the party’s most an- 
noying opponents and critics. 

) . + > 
I olitic al willingness. to aban- 
don entirely the debt 
owed by vast num- 
bers of earners in the lower 
brackets is not only a political ap- 
peal for the gratitude of this eco- 
nomic group, but practical recog- 
nition of the fact that they aren't 
used to the income tax. Many 
don’t yet believe that it applies 
to them, haven’t got the money to 
pay it and can’t be compelled to 
pay. There are so many of such 
tax debtors that it is a practical 
impossibility to run them all 
down, and indict them and send 
them to prison or get judgment 
against them and sel] out their 
property. This process would cost 
more than it would yield and, 
more important, would be unwise 
politics. 

Those, however, who have been 
paying large income taxes in ar- 
rears, regularly, for years, do have 
investments or other property 
which could be converted, al- 
though at a great loss of value, 
and they cannot escape. They are 
not rich like Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Morgenthau, but they look 
rich over the years, they have 
lived well in proportion to their 
earnings, paying last year’s taxes 


faithfully out of current earnings | 
and saving a portion year by year | 
against old age and the end of | 


their high earning powers. 


The objection that tax forgive-| 
ness would be economic heresy is | 


not applied to the new class of 
tax debtors, in the lower brackets, 
and is therefore inconsistent and, 
of course, insincere and strictly 
political. If it were based on 
principle, no person would be for- 
given for any portion of this ar- 
rears as a means of bringing him 
up to date, but the political plan 
of the party is not intended to 
offend or discomfort those who 
might thus be put in a grateful 
mood.

We must trust our leaders—the admirals and generals and 
statesmen who plan our strategy. If we cannot trust the ones we 
have, we must fire them and get others, but we cannot win un- 
less we trust somebody. We can’t direct a war by newspaper 
debate or by consulting public opinion. 

Yet all the world can see that we are making a tragic mis- 
take by not helping China, and the little people who have no 
voice must pay for the mistake. 

It has been United Nations policy since the beginning to ignore 
China. It is now common knowledge that colonial British arro- 
gance and ignorance lost Burma—as it lost Singapore. There was 
a veteran Chinese army poised at the northern border and eager 
to — but the British would not permit them to act until it was 
too late. 

Since Burma was lost, and the Burma Road closed, we have 
sent almost no help to China. Even Chennault, who developed 
into our ablest air force leader, has been denied enough planes 
to do more than annoy the Japs. His men are still flying old 
patched-up P-38’s and P-40’s that would be scrapped as junk 
on any other front. 

As this is written, 8,000 Jap soldiers are moving on China’s 
“breadbasket,” with the obvious intent to destroy the rice crop 
before it can be harvested. As usual when the need is urgent, 
they will doubtless use poison gas if necessary to get through. 

Destroying that crop could put China out of the war. for the 
hard-driven, poorly armed Chinese soldiers have been weak from 
hunger for over a year. 

We admire Madame Chiang and trust the Generalissimo, but 
they are not all of China. Other high-up Chinese, weary of war, 
are striving to oust Chiang because he isn’t winning. And if he 
goes down, for want for our help, appeasers will dea! with Japan. 

Be sure of this. The unlimited man power of China will help 
us overcome Japan or be organized by Japan to help combat us. 

What explains our policy? Are we reluctant to help the Chinese 
lest by winning they gain too much “face”? Are we saving the 
job for ourselves to regain the prestige of white men in the Orient? 
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If that is it, is “face” worth the cost in blood?

For all of them, whether 
their wages or salaries are mod-| 
est. or whether they are high, the 
mresent system is one which keeps 
them permanently in debt to the 
government. It is absolutely im- 
possible for them ever to catch 
up with the tax collector. They 
cannot afford to retire, fall ill, or 
die 

This is especially true for per- 
cons earning very high incomes. 
For the law taxes the income a 
man derives from the expenditure 
of his energies, which is his only | 
capital, in the same proportion as 
t taxes the income which another 
derives from property, in spite of 
the fact that the property, with 
luck, plays whether he lives or 
fies. whether he is sick or well, 
whether he is young or enfeebled 
by old age. 

Nobody can endow his widow | 
or minor children with the tal- 
ents and experience out of the use 
of which he earns a living and 
supports them. For a professional 
man. artist, writer, executive or 
worker. to die is a family catas- 
trophe in the material sense. And 
under the present taxation sys- 
tem, the state steps into the fu- 
neral and takes away the accumu- 
lation of his past year’s carnings.

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt de- 
clared today that she thought the 
nation’s immigration policies 
should be based on equal treat- 
ment for all people. 

The first lady told her press 
conference that the current hear- 
ings on house resolutions to change 
the Chinese exclusion act might 
prove an exception to what she 
described as a fact that prejudices 
are apt to be intensified by a war 
situation. 

Under present laws, Orientals 
cannot come to this country for 
settlement, nor do they have a 
quota system of admittance simi- 
lar to that applying to Europeans. 

“All people should be treated 
equally on immigration,” 
Roosevelt asserted. “That 
treatment should be equal 
whatever basis is set, such 
basis of population.”

Chungking are much longer, some

The communique indicated that 
the invaders might even be com. 
mencing an attempt to force .the 
the 200 miles of 
turbulent waters which begin a 
few miles upstream from Ichang. 
It told of an attack by Japanese 
infantry under cover of planes and 
artillery against Chinese positions 
west of Ichang below the eastern 
end of the gorges. At one point. 
the communique said, the enemy 
broke through Chinese positions 
but then his troops were 
rounded and annihilated.”
